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European foreign ministers 
discuss Mideast, oil today 


PARIS, June 17 (R) — Foreign 
ministers of the European Com- 
mon Market meet in Paris Mon- 
day for a day of talks on their 
community’s role in world affairs. 

Away from the fine detail of 
their regular Brussels sessions, 
they will take a broad look at the 
Middle East and oil supplies. 
Southern Africa, the plight of the 
Vietnamese “boat people” and 
■possibly Cyprus. 

Their talks come just three days 
before the Strasbourg Common 
Market summit where leaders of 
the nine-nation community are 


expected to focus on the energy 
crisis. 

The market imports more than 
half its fuel, much of it from the 
Arab world, and EEC countries 
axe reported to feel the commun- 
ity should make a new policy 
statement on the Middle East. 

But diplomatic sources said 
they are likely to find they cannot 
yet agree on a joint approach. 

Some ministers would like to 
prepare a statement for the sum- 
mit calling for Israeli withdrawal 
from aO Arab lands occupied in 
the 196.7 war, including East 


OAU Sahara committee 
to meet in Khartoum 


KHARTOUM, June 17 (R) — 
A five-man committee formed by 
the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) to solve the Western Sah- 
ara dispute, will meet here Satur- 
day, the Sudanese News Agency 
(Sana) reported Sunday. 

The group, known as “the 
committee of wise men”, com- 
prises the heads of state of 
Nigeria, Tanzania, Mali and 
Guinea and is chaired by the cur- 
rent president of the OAU, 
Sadenese President Jaafar 
Numciri.

The meeting is likely to discuss a 
report by the presidents of Mali 
and Nigeria on recent contacts 
between the parties involved. 

The conflict deepened recently 
when Morocco's King Hassan 
threatened to send his troops in 
hot pursuit of Polisario guer rillas 
if they attacked targets inside his 
country.

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Vienna summit 
looks beyond 
SALT signing 

VIENNA, June 17 (AP) — President Brezhnev and President 
Carter met for two hours Sunday, looking beyond the SALT II treaty 
to farther measures for controlling arms. 

As the two men emerged from their meeting at the Soviet 
Embassy, Brehnev appeared. momentarily, to lose his balance, and 
Carter held his liana to steady him. He was supported by an aide as 
be contmued~down the steps. 

Brezhnev, 72, appears puffy about the face and moves stiffly. But 
his spokesman, Leonid Zamyatin, told reporters Sunday that Brezh- 
nev “ has no complaints about Ids health. " 

Carter and Brezhnev waved to a small crowd outside the embassy 
but did not talk to reporters. 

Zamyatin said Brezhnev “ carries out a huge volume of stale and 
party work in the Soviet Union. Foreign policy matters take up a 
considerable amount of his time. ” 

“ Here in Vienna, you have the opportunity to see what a large 
amount of work be is performing. It demands good health, and he fats 
no complaints on that score. ” 

“ And speculation that is appearing in your press, *' Zamyatin told 
a British questioner, “ is nothing but speculation. ” 

A West European journalist asked White House' Pn Secretary 
Jody Powell, — to laughter from both Soviet and American officials 
— to comment on Carter’s political health. 

“ About the same, ” he replied. 

At the meeting Outer spread notes in front of him, with “ SALT 
m” marked at the top. The discussion signaled an end to nearly 
seven years of deliberation over SALT IE. 

While the two superpowers say they are committed to substantial 
weapons reductions, there is no indication how long it will take 
negotiators to complete a SALT m treaty. 

The agreement being signed here remains in some doubt because 
the Senate must vote on ratification. Critics will try to amend it, force 
renegotiation or even kill the pact 
Other arms control issues were also discussed. They include ban- 
ning underground weapons tests and reducing NATO and Warsaw 
Pact forces in Europe. 

Carter and Brezhnev discussed world problems in talks lasting 3 % 
hours at the United States Embassy Saturday and met again Sunday 
night, with only six senior officials present, for a working dinner. 

When Brezhnev greeted Carter at the gate of the Soviet Embassy 
Sunday, as cameramen cr owded i round them in drab, chilly wea ther, 
he looked drawn and tense but raised a smile when Carter 
approached.

Rioting breaks out 
in West Bank town 


NABLUS, West Bank, June 17 
(Agencies) — Rioting bjplse out 
on the Kasbah area of this West 
Bank town Sunday after Israeli 
occupation authorities banned a 
march called in protest against the 
establishment of a nearby Jewish 
settlement. 

About 1,000 Palestinian youths 
threw stones, burned tires and. 
shouted anti- Israeli slogans until 
troops chased them away. 

The disturbances broke out 
over the founding outside Nablus 
last week of the hilltop settlement 
known as Eton Moreh. 

Its position in the middle of a 
heavily-populated Palestinian 1 
area produced fierce protests from 
inside Israel and abroad. 

During the morning, Israeli sol- 
diers moved around Nablus break- 
ing open shops whose owners had 
put up shutters in support of the 
anti-settlement protest, as louds- 
peaker vans summoned mer- 
chants back to their, stores. 

The Kasbah demonstration 
flared after an unsuccessful 
a tt em pt by some 1 ,500 demons- 
trators to march on Eton Moreh. 


The Israeli military governor 
issued an order banning the 
march. The protesters set out all 

the same bu$ were allowed only as 

far as the military governor’s 
office. 

They handed in a petition and 
stacted to disperse. It was after this 
that some of the reassembled in 
the Kasbah began sto ning Israeli 
troops. 

During the protests, soldiers 
ordered reporters to leave the 
town. A television crew from the 
American Columbia Broadcasting 
System (CBS) was briefly arrested 
and set free. 

On Saturday night thousands of 
Israels demonstrated against the 
establishment of Eton Moreh, urg- 
ing Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin to take down the outpost. 

“There will be no peace if 
Begin’ s promises of settlement are 
fulfilled,” one speaker told the 
crowd at the Tel -Aviv Museum 
estimated at 30,000. “Ifs Eton 
Moreh or peace.” 

The protest was organized by 
“Peace Now,” a group formed a 
year ago to urge a more moderate 
Israeli line in peace negotiations. 
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Tehran brands Iraq 
‘ enemy ’ of Iranians 


TEHRAN, June 17 (Agencies) — An Iranian 
minister branded Iraq Sunday as “an enemy of the 
Iranian people.” 

The Ir anian army all along the border with Iraq 
5 ready to hit back,” Darinsh Foruhar, minister of 
labor and social welfare, told a press c onference. 

He did not elaborate but his remarksToiloweS" a 
marked deterioration of relations between the two 
neighboring countries. Iran has accused Iraq of 
instigating several cross border incidents in the past 
fortnight and of smuggling weapons to Iran’ s ethnic 
Arab minority in the oil-rich southwestern Khuzes- 
tan province. 

• Earlier in the day a senior Iranian Defense Minis- 
try source he was on ware of reported massing 
of banian troops along the border with Iraq. 

Meantime the state radio claimed that more than 
3,000 people, including eight senior religious lead- 
ers; had been arrested in Iraq over the past few 
days. It quoted “reliable sources in Iraq” as adding 
that conditions in Iraq “are in a confused state.” 

The newspaper of Iran’s powerful religious lead- 
ers said Sunday that demonstrations by Islamic 
opponents of the Baghdad government were “shak- 
ing neighboring Iraq. 

The newspaper “Islamic Republic” said eight 
Iraqi secret police agents had been killed and 32 
demonstrators injured in an armed clash last Friday 
in the holy city of Najaf, where ban’s unofficial 
head of state Ayatollah Khomeini spent many years 
in exile. 

According to the repdrt, drawing on the paper’s 
unnamed correspondents in Iraq, there had also 
been violent demonstrations, against the ruling 
BaathParty ontte same day in Baghdad, the north- 
ern oil town of Mossul, the holy city of Kerbala, the 
Gulf po rt of Basra and elsewhere. 

"The' paper alleged the TraqTpouce had opened 


fire on demonstrators in all the towns where the 
antir-Baath protests had been staged, “leaving sev- 
eral martyrs and some people injured.” But in 
Najaf, armed demonstrators had feed back at the 
security forces, according to the report. 

“The Muslim warriors of that Islamic area (Iraq) 
are taking over enemy bastions one after another 
and will establish Islamic sovereignty in that pure 
and holy land. This is another step towards the 
creation of world Islamic government,” “Islamic 
Republic" said. 

In a separate development Ali Shams Axdakani, 
Iran’s ambassador to Kuwait, denounced Saturday 
a statement by a top Khomeini aide that Bahrain' 
was part of ban ' _as “ an attempt to sabotage-- 
Iranian- Arab relations.” 

Ardakani told a press conference! in Kuwait that 
the statement Friday by Ayatollah Rouhani “does 
not refect the official point of view of the banian 
government, and has the sole aim of sabotaging the 
Iranian-Arab relations.” 

Rouhani said at a press conference in Qom that 
the ousted Shah’s parliament which endorsed 
Bahrain's independence did not represent the ba- 
nian people .and that Bahrain was still the 14th 
Iranian province. 

Iraqi Information Minister Saad Qassem Ham- 
moudi Saturday night that any claims made in 
Iran to thto over Bahrain would indicate “ an expan- 
sionist and chauvinistic mentality” 

Hammoudi, quoted by the Iraq News Agency 
(IN A), said Bahrain is Arab and uo claims “indicat- 
ing an expansionist and chauvinistic mentality can 
alter the facts.” .. 

The Iraqi minister said his country was commit- 
ted to preserving the Arab character of the entire 
Arab area. 


Uniting Baath Party primary 
topic at Baghdad conference

BAGHDAD, June 17 — Unit- 
ing the two factions of the Arab 
Baath Socialist Party has emerged 
as the primary issue in the Bagfr~ 
dad talks between Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad and President 
■Ahmad Hassan Bakr of Iraq, 
informed sources told “Arab 
News" Sunday. 

“Uniting the two factions of the 
party is a priority issue ” bmp 
Information Minister Saad Qas- 
sem Hammoudi said, after the two 
presidents held a closed door 
meeting Sunday morning to dis- 
cuss merger plans for the two 
countries. Tire meeting was 
attended by Iraqi Vice President 
Saddam Hussein. 

The sources said that the Iraqis 
have stressed that unity of the 
party takes precedence over all 
other issues. 

According to the sources, the 
unification of the party would be 
preceded by a conference of the 
national assemblies of the two 
countries, that will submit its 
recommendations on unity to the 
two heads of state. A special 
committee will then be called 
upon to reorganize the party 
cadres winch include political 
refugees in both countries, the 
sources added. They said that the 
committee work would be com- 
pleted within six months to be fol- 
lowed by elections of party leaders 
and representatives to the new 
national assembly. This assembly, 
the sources added, wfll elect the 
leadership of the unified state, as 
well as the secretary general of the 
unified party. 

Saturday night, Asad and Bakr 
led discussions of the higher polit- 
ical committee, formed last 
October when the countries 
announced moves towards unity 
and an end to more than a decade 
of ideological conflict Hammoudi 
said after the first rormd'of talks 
Saturday that there was no specific 
duration for the meetings. 

He said there was a plan for 
state unity and another for unity of 
the party. 

“The two rides are anxious to 
achieve the best formula of mod- 
ern government with the flexibil- 
ity that is in harmony with the 
conditions of each country par- 
ticipating in the union,” Ham- 
moudi said. 

The unity agreement was a reac- 
tion to the Camp David accords 
which last March led to Israel and 
Egypt signing a peace treaty. 

Both Syria and Iraq are 
opposed to the treaty and see it as 
a sellout of Arab interests. 

Reporting on the first day of the 
talks, the official Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) made no mention 
of their expected results, but 
Lebanese newspapers predicted 
the two sides would announce the 
merger of the ministries of defense, 


foreign affairs, and information. 
.Most foreign analysts in the 
MufcfeB&bt arc skeptical over the 


prospect of a full merger. They 
point to the failure of previous 
union attempts in the Arab world. 



Beirut suburbs reported 
calm after heavy clashes 


BEIRUT, June 17 (Agencies). 
— Relative calm returned to east- 
ern districts of Beirut Sunday after 
a joint security force halted three 
days of fighting between rival 
right-wing militiamen. 

The Phalangjst Party radio said 
a joint Fhalangist-National lib- 
eral Party (NLP) force bad estab- 
lished a buffer zone between feud- 
ing supporters of the two parties in 
the southeastern suburbs of 
Ain-Rum maneh and Furn el- 
Shubak. 

The radio party leaders were 
still awaiting a reply to their 
appeal for government troops to 
move into the area to keep the 
peace. 

The militias fought together 
during the 1975-76 civil war, but 
their alliance has bqen shaken by 
dispute over zones of influence. 

Israel seafe border 

In a separate development, 
Israel Saturday night sealed its 
border with Lebanon to United 
Natrons troops following the 
arrest of a Nigerian army colonel 
serving with the U JV. on suspicion 
of smuggling arms for Pale st in i a n 
commandos in Israel.

Turkish foreign minister 
lauds relations with Iran 
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BONN, June 17 (Agencies) — 
Turkey's relations with Iran are 
better than ever since the revolu- 
tion, Turkish Foreign Minister 
Gunduz Okcun has said. 

Okcua Saturday said the two 
countries had 1 historical links 
which would have a positive influ- 
ence on economic and technical 
cooperation in the future. 

The foreign minister,- in Bonn 
for a meeting with Turkish dip- 
lomats serving in Western 
Europe, said he had taken part in 
talks with Iran's religious leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini, Prime 
Minister MeJhdi Bazargan and 
Foreign Minister Ibrahim Yazdi. 


They bad promised to maintain 
extensive oil supplies to Turkey, 
he added. 

Turkey is in serious economic 
problems. 

Last week Prime Minister Bul- 
ent Ecevh was forced to devalue 
the Turkish lira. Western obser- 
vers have expressed fears that 
Turkeys problems could lead to 
an Iran -style revolution. 

Okcun said his country s main 
goal in Cyprus was a federal state 
consisting of a Greek part and a 
Turkish part. 

He welcomed the resumed 
dialogue between the two com- 
m unities on the future of Cyprus 


Attack on major town 
claimed by Polisario 

ALGIERS. June 17 (R) — The Polisario Front fighting for the 
independence of Western Sahara said Saturday its guerrilla forces 
sheHetTEI Ayun, the biggest Moroccan town in the territory, and 
occupied parts of it during an attack Friday. 

A statement by the Information Ministry of the Sahraui Arab 
Democratic Republic, the self-styled Polisario Front government, 
said Moroccan forces suffered heavy casualties and losses in equip- 
ment in the four hour attack. 

Fkrts of El Ayun, a neavtly- defended town which Moroccan 
authorities generally regard as being out of reach of Polisario attacks 
were occupied by guerrillas and other parts destroyed, the statement 
said. 

The Algerian-backed float is trying to force Morocco and 
Mauritania to relinquish the territory which was ceded to them by 
Spain in 1976. 
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and said a fair solution would be 
achieved provided there was no 
outside interference. 

Talks resumed m Nicosia Friday 
after a two-year gap were the only 
way to solve the conflict, he said. 
The island’s Greek and Turkish 
communities are meeting under 
the auspices of the United 
Nations. 

The Security Connell, the 
Council of Europe and the 
nonaligned movement had all 
been unable to dispel the tensions, 
Okcun said. Greece must now fol- 
low Turkey s example and support 
the negotiations, he added. 

On the Middle Ea s t, the Turk- 
ish foreign minister said a com- 
prehensive solution was the pre- 
condition for political stability. 

“Israel should withdraw from 
all occupied territories, leave 
Jerusalem and recognize the rights 
of the Palestinians. The Palesti- 
nians have a legitimate right to 
found their own state,” be said. 

In Ankara, meanwhile. Premier 
Bulent Ecevifs razor- thin major- 
ity in the ruling lower house was 
dealt another blow over the 
weekend with the defection of a 
lawmaker from his left- of- center 
Republican People's Party. 

The resignation of Ahmet 
Karahan, a deputy from the east- 
ern province of Gaziantep, left 
Ecevifs Republicans with 209 
seats in the 450- seat law-writing 
National Assembly. 

That’s 17 votes short of a solid 
majority.

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Sandinista force 
Reported weaker; 
inore troops sent 


MANAGUA, June 17 ( AP) — 
President Anastasio Soraoza said 
an invading column of Sandinista 
guerrillas was reinforced Saturday 
morning with 400 more of other 
soldiers from Costa Rica. 

Hie Sandinista National Liber- 
ation Front, which said the attack 
is its "final offensive” to over- 
throw Soraoza, announced in San 
Jose, Costa Rica, that it has named 
a * provisional government for 
Nicaragua, according to the rebel 
Radio Sandino. 

■ Some 300 troops crossed the 
bolder Friday and pushed north 
through Sapoa five kilometers 
inside Nicaragua, Foreign Minis- 
ter Julio Quintana said earlier. 

• m Somaza said the invading troops 
ijad been halted just north of 
SSpoa. “We'll let them come 
further so that our forces are out 
df range of their mortars in Costa 
Rica, then surround them.” 
J-.Somoza said the invaders were 
^jined with heavy mortars and 
machine guns but had no tanks or 
armored cars. 

He acknowledged heavy 
attacks on National Guard com- 
pounds in several northern cities 
largely occupied by guerrillas. 

“ In Leon they have had particu- 
lar troubles but they* re still hold- 
ing,” he said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

The rebels appeared to have run 
out of rockets and ammunition 
tlwo days ago but an airplane 
fended at Poneloya, 20 kilometers 
from Leon, “and then the garrison 
got - a tremendous attack with 
Chinese rockets.” 

* As Somoza spoke from his 
heavily fortified “Bunker,” his 
troops fought through rebel-held 
barrios a few kilometers away. 
The assault on the slums, where 
rebel sympathies are strongest, 
has driven tens of thousands of 


refugees to the countryside or to 
Red Cross headquarters. 

Ismael Reyes, president of the 
Nicaraguan Red Cross, said there 
were nearly 50,000 refugees, 
nearly a tenth of the population of 
the city, in centers and that many 
more were walking the highways. 

Hundreds have been killed in 
the fierce fighting and famine- 
threatened Managua faces more 
suffering with most water supplies 
cut off. 

The guerrillas have dug in 
behind barricades and appear to 
be losing ground after a series of 
air and ground attacks. 

National Guardsmen moved 
into action Saturday as the gov- 
ernment radio blared warnings to 
civilians that a heavy air and 
ground bombardment was about 
to begin and urged them to aban- 
don their homes. 

Officials said an .armored col- 
umn was moving out towards 
Managua Airport to wipe out 
Sandinistas firing on the few 
aircraft reaching the capital. 

A Colombian C-130 transport 
plane was hit by machine gun fire 
and a crewman was wounded Fri- 
day as it landed at the airport. 
Dozens of countries have airlifted 
their citizens out of Nicaragua. 

Conflicting reports have come 
from the south of Nicaragua 
where guerrillas and National 
G uardsmen are locked in a mortal 
embrace. 

The commander of loyal troops 
in Rivas, 40 kilometres from, the 
Costa Rican border, said by tele- 
phone that a guerrilla advance had 
been checked at the frontier.

His death also sparked several 
small demonstrations of neo- 
Fasrists in Rome during the night. 
A 47-year-old journalist was 
beaten up by one group and taken 
to hospital suffering from internal 
bleeding. Doctors described his 
condition as serious. 

In the attack on the Communist 
Party mee ting, several masked 
youths switched off the tights, 
burled two smoke bombs into the 
room crowded with 50 people and 
fired several pistol shots before 
escaping. Police believe the 
bombs were army excercise 
hand-grenades. 

Most people were injured when 
fleeing the office in panic. One 
man was hit by a bullet. 

But hospital officials said none 
of the injured was in serious condi- 
tion.

(AF) — Rich countries have too 
few babies and poor natioria.have 
too many old people, a U.N. offi- 
cial reported Monday. . 

Rafael Salas, executive director 
of the U.N. Fund for Population 
Activities, says trends toward 
lower birth rates and longer lives 
were found in both industrialized 
countries and the Third World. 

He says declining birth rates are 
“the most serious population 
problem of the more developed 


pans of the world,” where there is 
“ a tendency forfainBy g'm to drop 
below replacement levels.” 

Some industrialized countries, 
evidently in *h<»- interest of main- 
taining their national power and 
labor force, are now urging people 
to have more children. 

Salas said fewer babies were a 
blessing for poor countries. “Their 
burdens bom previously high 
rates of reproduction have just 
begun to be reduced."

Experts to study effects 
of energy crisis on poor 


LONDON, June 17 (R) — 
Experts from some 30 countries 
open a three-day conference here 
Wednesday to discuss how the oil 
crisis affects the underdeveloped 
world. 

They will exchange views with 
leaders of industrialized countries 
at a forum organized by the Royal 
Institution of Great Britain, an 
organization founded in 1799 to 
apply science to everyday prob- 
lems. 

“Basically ifs a meeting to talk 
about the straggle for diminishing 
supplies of oil and to see who gets 


what as oil fpt pplfac diminish,” 
conference organizers said. 

Members of Western aid agen- 
cies and development hanks will 
be present to hear talks oh alterna- 
tive energy technologies, the role 
of multinational oil companies 
and the Third World's approach to 
nuclear power. 

An underlying question, con- 
ference officials suggested may be 
one of attitudes — whether 
underdeveloped countries should 
develop along similar lines to the 
advanced nations, or seek an 
alternative approach. 


U.N. running 
$ 350 million 
surplus cash, 
paper reports 

WASHINGTON, June 17 { AP) 
— The United Nations and its 
affiliates have been mamtainiag a 
surplus of as much as $ 350 million 
a year and have S1.4 billion in 
excess funds in bank accounts, 
“The Washington Post” reports. 

In its Sunday editions the news- 
paper said audited financial 
statements show the organizations 
that make up the United Nations 
have created the impression that 
they are in difficult financial straits 
by distributing funds among a 
nuxnbr of special accounts and 
placing large sums in special 
reserves. 

It said totaling rh#t statements of 
each organization shows they had 
total 1977 income of $2.7 biltion. 

Far from having deficits, tne 
organizations as a whole in 1977 
retained 13 per cent of their total 
income as surplus, “The Post” 
said. UNICEF, the United 
Nations Children's Fund, alone 
has$l00 million to$140 million in 
its bank accounts, the paper said. 

Henry Labouisse, UNICEF 
excutive director, was quoted as' 
saying, “ UNICEF needs an opera- 
tional capital to maintain liquidity 
during the year and to absorb dif- 
ferences between revenue and 
expenditure for future years."

DIRECT DEALS 


Italy is now buying oil directly from Saudi Arabia. Two companies 
— Italy’s ENI and the Kingdom’s Petromin — are effecting the sale 
of about 100,000 barrels per day of Saudi crude, but both companies 
are state-owned and effectively bypass the multinational oil com- 
panies which still handle the bulk of the world’s petroleum trade. 

The agreement raises- questions again regarding the role of the 
multinationals in the oil market. By buying directly from the source, 
Italy has gained vital stability for some of its ml supplies. It has also 
struck a price bargain with the most moderate member of OPEC. 
There will be less concern in Italy about products originally ear- 
marked for delivery in Genoa travelling to the spot market in Rotter- 
dam. With Italian oU imports cut by some 10 per cent in the wake of 
Iran’s lowered production, the figure may now be closer to five per 
cent, which is a reasonable target for energy conservation this year. 

The rest of Europe, however, seems less inclined to enter direct ofl 
sales agreements, and for some, such as West Germany, such agree- 
ments run counter to government postures of non-interference in the 
ofl market. Belgium is talking of direct purchases for its low oil 
reserves, but France, which once had a large oil sale agreement with 
Saudi Arabia, shows no sign of attempting to renew it. Britain is 
Looking to control exports by companies producing in its own off- 
shore fields to target more oil for foe domestic market, but does not 
seem inclined toward direct purchases from other oil producers. 

The world’s biggest oil consumer, the United States, is changing 
signals with the multinational oil companies almost weekly. First the 
government directed the oil companies to stay out of the spot market 
and refine more heating 03 to save for next winter. A gasoline 
shortage followed, which compelled foe U.S. government to send the 
63 companies into the spot market and to order more gasoline 
production. Now the U.S. policymakers are demanding both heating 
63 stockpiles and higher gasoline production, leaving the multina- 
tionals understandably confused. 

The evidence tends to suggest that the multinational oil companies 
have rationed deliveries of ofl to the consuming nations during foe 
first half of this year in a reasonably equitable manner. They have 
been pulled by competing interests among the consumers, which 
served Co send spot market prices soaring, but we suspect that they 
have done a better job of allotting available o3 supplies than the 
consumers themselves would have done if left to their own devices. 

The American public has damned the o3 companies more vigor- 
ously than practically anyone else, but it is also the population which 
shows the greatest resistance to energy conservation. The two facts 
are not unrelated. 

When “ sources ” within the Carter administration advocate a 
“ buyer’s bloc” among energy consumers to deal directly with 
OPEC — a story now making the rounds as a prelude to the seven- 
nation summit scheduled for Tokyo later this month — the OPEC 
states would be well advised to tread warily. Nobody Hkes the multi- 
nationals, but they seem to display better judgement in distributing 
limited ofl supplies than do the competing governments of the West- 
ern world. 

We applaud the Italian- Saudi agreement We are not so sore yet of 
the merits of such direct sales on a global scale. 


“Syria and Iraq are expected- to 
announce their unification shortly 
aft er having carried out exhaus- 
tive negotiations and prepared the 
way for a solid and durable 
unio n” “Al-Nadwa” said.

“We are confident that the 
union between the two countries 
will not only strengthen them but 
also boost the power and capabil- 
ity of all the Arabs. 

“We are joyed with this union 
because we are convinced that an; 


such action is an expression of the 
Arab need for self-reliance pro- 
vided the Arabs can mobilize their 
resources and use them well after 
prolonged dependence on others 
which has weakened them and 
split their ranks. 

“Any unity between any two 
Arab countries is a great contribu- 
tion to the whole Arab world," foe 
. paper said, and hoped that the 
Iraqi- Syrian unity wifl be the 
“nudeutf’.

Egypt rewrites 
Mideast history

CAIRO — 

Abdul Fattah Arafa and his colleagues have been preparing for 
peace since 1973 by rewriting history. 

In t hefr dingy, obscure offices at the ministry of education, Arafa 
and other curriculum supervisors have been changing textbooks and 
revising courses to prepare Egyptian school children for foe peace 
treaty they were sure was coming. Denunciations of Israel, attacks on 
Zionism and appeals for armed struggle were eliminated, Arafa said. 

Arafa, who is chancellor of history, geography and civics for 
Egypt’s public schools, said that “no books that are in the schools 
now will have to be removed" to reflect the new reality of peace with 
a country that was an enemy for 30 years. Foreigners surprised by the 
relative smoothness with which Egypt has made the psychological 
transition from war to peace might find part of the answer in the 
schools, where, Arafa said, it has been a long time since “hatred of 
Israel was taught.” 

He and other curriculum supervisors said it was dear after the 
1973 Middle East war that President Anwar Sadat was taking a new 
path toward peaceful negotiations, and work began shortly thereaf- 
ter to change school syllabuses to reflect what Sadat was doing. 

“This really has been coming since 1971,” Arafa said, when Sadat; 
in one of the first major speeches of his presidency, said he would 
consider making peace with Israel under certain conditions. Egypt 
could not make peace then, Arafa said, because it was a defeated 
country, but that was changed by the 1973 war. 

Egypt and Israel renounced the use of force in the 1975 disen- 
gagement agreement and agreed at that time to tone down their 
propaganda blasts at each other. The curriculum revision grew out of

“As you can see,” Arafa said, displaying new textbooks on his 
desk, “we have already made the changes. Before, we had a some- 
what different approach, because we were defeated and of course we 
had a different leader” a reference to Sadaf s predecessor, Gamal 
Abdul Nasser. 

Goude Ahmad Suleiman, chancellor of Islamic religious instruc- 
tion and Arabic language training, gave this example of how the new 
approach was required to do rhetoric exercises or recitations aime d 
at improving their mastery of the language. These exercises, he said, 
were used to* instill in Egyptian youth feelings of “moral struggle 
and morale and revenge" against Israel by dwelling on incidents like 
the bombing of Bahr el-Bakar. Id April 1970, during the “war of 
attrition," the Israelis bombed an elementary school in the Nile Delta 
village of Bahr el-Bakar, killing 19 children and wounding 40 more, 
and editorials and magazine articles about this incident were used in 
classrooms for recitation exercises. 

“Our children were taught straggle and revenge,” Suleiman said 
“But we got our revenge in the October war. Now it’s finis hed. 
Incidents like the schoolhouse bombing have been stopped.” 

So thoroughly have those exercises been purged, he said, that he 
no longer has any samples of the kinds of things the children were 
formerly required to recite. 

“We didn’t change anything that had to do with our principles, like 
our commitment to full withdrawal from the occupied territories," 
said Suleiman’s counterpart for Christian education, Sal ah Damien 
Ciiguis. “But we changed the psychological atmosphere to emphas- 
ize peaceful and political solutions.” 

“In our books, there is not a single word against Jews,” Suleiman 
said. “You must understand that any Muslim is required to respect 
Judaism and Christianity.” 

He said there are many countries in the world — “France and.. 
Germany, the U.S. and Japan” — that made peace after bitter wars, 
and it is “ only natural that our hostility came to an end after we got 
our revenge.” 

To demonstrate tile objectivity of the new curriculum, Arafa read 
examples. 

A sixth-grade text on the major points of Egyptian history since 
Nasser’s i.952 revolution ascribes Egypt’s defeat in the 1967 war to 
lack of preparedness and foe maneuverings of politicians around 
Nasser. It says Israel exploited these weaknesses, but it does not 
blame or criticize the Israelis for doing so. 

Then it gives tins account of the cause of the 1973 war: 

“All nations supported Egypt and the Arabs against Israefs occu- 
pation of Arab land. United Nations Security Council Resolution 
242 of 1967 said Israel should withdraw, bin Israel refused. Her 
planes bombed Egyptian villages . They killed the children in a prim- 
ary school in Bahr el-Bakar and also the laborers in an iron factory 
near Cairo. They set up a military fortification called the Bar-Lev 
Line, which international experts said was impregnable.” 

Then, the book says, Sadat appointed more competent military 
Leaders and obtained new equipment, while working politically to 
rally all Arabs against the Zionist danger. Hie convinced all states of 
the world that Egypt wanted peace based on justice and that Israels 
refusal to withdraw from Arab land would cause another war. 

Disinterested readers might find that selective, but Arafa said it 
was “the facts, the objective facts.” 

Another text, “Recent and Contemporary Arab History,” which 
went into use in foe high schools last year, tells of the Zionist 
movement and the establishment of Israel in dispassionate terms. 

“During World war H,” it says, “the Zionists established dose 
relations with the great powers, especially Britain, and raised Jewish 
divisions to help the allies in the war against the Nazis and the 
Fascists. At the end of the war, the issue of Zionism became urgent 
and dangerous. Great numbers of Jews were immigr ating into Pales- 
tine, especially those who suffered under the Nazis.” 

Egyptians generally say that in the years before the establishment 
of Israel, the people of Egypt lived in harmony with the Jewish 
community here, then numbering more than 100,000. Some Jewish 
scholars dispute that, bat the Egyptians believe it and say they are 
prepared to return to harmonious relations with the Jews. — (WP)

Rhodesia: ‘Nothing has changed

BULAWAYO, Rhodesia— 

A week after Zimbabwe Rhodesia was bom as Africa’s newest 
black-led nation. Go dwell Moyo, 36, a jobless black, was squatting 
on a pavement with a battered tin mug begging money from passing 
whites. 

“Nothing has changed,” he muttered, shaking his head, 
“nothing at ail” 

A white woman pushing a baby carriage turned to a companion 
as she passed. 

“That’s aO black rule’s about — begging.” 

Bulawayo, an industrial city of 200,000 people, is a microcosm of a 
country undergoing a unique transformation to total majority rule. 

It has not dawned yet. After nearly 90 years of white rule, die 
country is headed by a black prime minister. Bishop Abel Muzorewa, 
and its government is do mina ted by black ministers. But whites stiH 
control the army, the courts, the economy and foe police. 

And the black majority, whose votes made Muzorewa prime 
minister, restlessly waits for dramatic changes in a society in which 
the 250,000 whites have traditionally been the masters and the 6.7 
millio n b lacks the servants. 

“If he delivers the goods — higher wages, better houses, more 
education, more land — he'll win even more support than he has 
now ” said insurance clerk Samson Msika, 31 referring to M uz ore w a. 
“But if doesn’t, he’s finished and the boys will win the day.” 

The “boys” are the 40,000 black nationalist guerrill as — 12.000 
i ns i d e Zimbabwe Rhodesia, foe others in-rbascs outride — fighting' 
for control of the country. 

Some blacks, convinced that the birth of Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
would produce instant fruits of freedom, were disillusioned in the first 
two weeks of majority rule. 

“We thought we'd get more money the day the Bishop took 
over," said Conrad Nyati, a hotel waiter. “People think foe whites 
have told foe Bishop no? to give us any more.” 

Aides to the prime minister say blacks have already won more 
major reforms than ever before. “Things take time,” one aide said. 
“People are unfairly expecting miracles.” 

The aides point to t&e abolition earlier this year of all racial 


discrimination laws, meaning that hundreds of blacks now* live in 
previously exclusively white suburbs and send their children to- fbr^ 
meriy segregated schools. 

1 “They get on very weV said headmaster Peter Horsfield of 
foe 260 white and 180 black students at foe Frank Johnson School. 

" They play together and there is no conflict” 

There has been no overt white remstenoe todesegregatibn. Btit 
racial bitterness born of foe six-year-old guerrilla war occasionally 
rises to the surface. 

A young white soldier, seemingly chunk and depressed, recently 
shouted to blacks traveling here on a plane from Salisbury, the > 
capital : 

“•You killed my mates," he said, apparently alluding to com- 
rades’ deaths in a clash with black nati onalis t guerrillas “VH KW» tn 
kill the lot of you.” 

The white-officered armed forces are four-fifths b lack: And fos 
month foe first folly integrated army unit ended four months of 
training here. 

“We had fights at first but then, whites were fighting whites and 
blacks were fighting blacks so yon can’t take that as a barometer of 
racial feeling, a white soldier said.

Pierre embraces 
the Muslim faith

JEDDAH — Three weeks ago a 
fragile and softly- spoken young 
Frenchman named Pierre Majois 
embraced the Muslim faith and 
herame Faisal Karim. Witness to 
his belief took place in the Sharia 
court at Jeddah. 

A 25-year-okl chef, Fai&ai is a 
master of haute cuisine. The 
“bison en volte re” rind the 
“homard en bellevue" hold no 
secrets for him. In his work at the 
Meridien hotel in Montreal, 
Canada, his expertise was in 
demand. He was well paid and ted 
a comfortable life from his 23 rd- 
floor apartment in a chic quarter 
of Montreal 

Faisal appeared on Canadian 
television to demonstrate his 
decorations (mermaids, coats- 
of-arms, doves and leaves) and 
built up a profitable second career 
as a male model. 

But although he enjoyed his 
work in Canada, “life was not 
to me. It was without 
materialistic and super- 
ficial-” 

'When Faisal heard the Meri- 
dien was opening a hotel in Jeddah 
he put in for, and received, a transr 
fer. He arrived here just over a 


year ago. “What struck me first 
was the deep-rooted pie tv of the 
people of Jeddah, the frequency of 
prayers, “he says. 

“During Ramadan I was 
amazed by the enduring qualities 
of the believers. God's presence is 
very much evident in the words of 
the Saudi people, as well as in their 
deeds." 

Faisal believes that it is God’s 


deep presence in the Kingdom 
that causes its citizens to behave 
towards each other with such 
unusual kindness and courtesy. 
He quotes the Holy Koran: **If ye 
enter houses, salute each other, a 
greeting of blessing and purity as 
from God.” (Sura 24, Nur). 

“God is so rooted in the hearts 
and minds of Saudi Arabians that 
they are encouraged to be fair and 
honest,” says Faisal. “The Meri- 
dien bookshop opens very late on ; 
Fridays and the newspapers are i 
just left stacked at its door. People 
just leave one riyai on the floor, 
take a paper and go.” 

He is equally impressed by the 
Saudis' egalitarian attitude. “They 
feel sincerely that we are all equal 
before God,” says Faisal.” Rich or 
poor, people welcome you and 
treat you with benevolence. They 
feel responsible for the well-being 
of a visitor.” 

In September 1978 Faisal 
returned to France to reflect upon 
his Saudi experience. He finally 
decided he bad to return to the 
Kingdom and become a Muslim. 

His family belongs to the 
Catholic “ moyenne bourgeoisie” 
of Nancy, in France's Lorraine. 
His late Father a metallurgical 
engineer, read the bible every day. 
His mother is a fervent Catholic, 
“but despite that she accepted my 
conversion to Islam.” 

For Faisal, it is Redwan Zahid 
who has embodied Saudi hospital- 
ity and kindness. Zahid is a Saudi 
businessman who owns a flower 
shop inside the Meridien hotel. He 
witnessed Faisal's conversion. 

“We have known one another 
for a year,” says Zahid. “During 
the last eight months Faisal used 
to come and talk with me in my 
shop until very Jale in the evening. 
He would ask questions on the 
suras. 1 found him vety impressed 
by the immutability of God’s 
book. For him that was a sign of 
truth. Very often I saw him giving 
alms, generously. 

“Faisal has no material interest 
to gain from his conversion. On 
the contrary.” 

Three weeks ago, Zahid 
accompanied the young French- 
man to the Islamic court. There, 
before a judge, Faisal pronounced 
the words of every Muslim 
believer: “There is only one God 
and Muhammad is Iris prophet.”

The air disaster lawyers move in for the kill

WASHINGTON — Before the 
bodies had been taken away from 
the site of the recent crash of an 
American Airlines DC- 10 in 
Chicago, the nation's small and 
exclusive group of “air disaster” 
lawyers received the first inquiries 
from shocked relatives of the 274 
victims. 

Four days after the caras tropbe 
— the first day the courthouse 
doors were open after the holiday 
weekend — lawsuits for damages 
were filed, one in Chicago and one 
in Los Angeles. 

And late on the sixth day after 
the crash, an investigator for the 
Illinois Attorney Disciplinary 
Committee got the first signal that 
the race for cases was on. A man 
with the same name as the hus- 
band of one crash victim had 
received several telephone mes- 
sages that left the number of a 
prominent Chicago attorney. It 
was as if someone had paged 
through the telephone book, 
matching the names with a list of 
the dead. 

The long, complicated and 
sometimes ugly process of pinning 
down the blame and assessing the 
cost of the country s worn air dis- 
aster has begun. 

The air disaster lawyers, a tiny 
fraternity of specialists with 
unusual expertise in the complex- 
ities of aircraft and the law of avia- 
tion, will slowly piece together 


their version of why the crash 
occurred. With damage awards or 
settlements virtually guaranteed, 
legal fees can climb over the mil- 
lion dollar mark. 

“There's no doubt about it, 
there' s bucks there," said W. Mar- 
shall Morgan of Morgan Wenzel 
and McNicholas in Los Angeles. 

“ You can make a lot of money if 
everything falls just right. There 
are lawyers who wiD mate a tre- 
mendous amount of money on this 
case” 

John J. Kennelly, 59, The 
author of a two-volume book on 
air crash litigation, estimates that 
damage payments to the families 
of the crash victims will average 

$ 300.000. 

Over the past 15 years, as avia- 
tion technology gained sophistica- 
tion and aircraft design became 
increasingly complicated, air dis- 
aster litigation became an art. 
Only- about eight law firms scat- 
tered throughout the country take 
on the massive cases. Within those 
firms, a handful of high-powered 
finely skilled plaintiffs’ lawyers, 
virtually monopolize major crash 
cases wherever they occur worl- 
dwide. 

Air disaster lawyers consider 
Kennelly one of their deans, 
white-haired and unassuming, he 
has been in the. business for 22 
years. 

Donald W. Madole and his wife 


Juanita are both pilots and lawyers 
with the firm of Speiser Krause 
and Madole in Washington. 
Unlike Kennelly, who works as a 
lone wolf, the Madoles »mwc up 
on disaster cases. 

Donald Madole, who spent 
years as a lawyer for the Federal 
Aviation Administration, Ameri- 
can Airlines and the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, will handle 
the Chicago disaster for the 
firm. He knows the aircraft and 
the people behind it, a partner 
said. 

In New York, Lee S. Kreindler 
of Kriendler and Kreindler on 
Park Avenue, tried his first avia- 
tion case with his father in 1952. 
Since then, Kreindler says of the 
disaster cases, “you name them, 
we were in them." 

On the west coast, Kreindler 
works closely with Morgan in Los 
Angeles. In San Francisco, Gerald 
C Sterns of Sterns Bostwick and 
Tehin has firmly planted himse lf 
among the leading air disaster 
lawyers. 

Once all the claims are filed in 
the Chicago crash, estimates are 
that it will take three to four years 
for them to be resolved — the 
standard wait in massive disaster 
cases. 

At a 1978 meeting of the 
Association of Trial Lawyers of 
America, John V. Brennan, presir 
dent of United States Aviation 


Insurance Group that covered the 
ill-fated American Airlines 
DC-10, provided a glimpse at the 
legal fees gained as a result of the 
1974 crash of a Turkish Airlines 
DC-10 near Paris. 

Lee Kreindler’ s firm handled 
the cases for the familie s of 64 vic- 
tims, 48 of whom were from 
Japan. Settlements totalled $ 13.1 
million. Legal fees were $ 2.3 mil- 
lion- Kreindler says Marshall 
Morgan got more than $ 500,000 
of the fee. Some money went to 
local lawyers who referred cases to 
Kreindler and some paid for 
Kreindler’ s weekly trips from New 
York to Los Angeles and his nine 
trips to Japan. 

Speiser Krause and Madole 
received $28.8 million in settle- 
ments involving families of 144 
victims and the firm charged $4.4 
million in fees. 

When the stakes axe that high, 
the competition to get as many of 
the cases as possible heats up and 
the attorneys jockey for a com- 
mand position when the cases 
finally get to the courtroom. 

“In this business, one of the 
games lawyers play with each 
other is how many cases they 
have” said Gerald Stems. The 
more cases, the bigger the fee and 
the greater opportunity to try to 
take control of the entire case. 

Mass disaster cases may well be- 
highly profitably for the air disas- 


ter lawyers, but the litigation is 
extraordinarily complex and 
expensive. The sheer volume of 
work, the demand for aviation 
expertise and the cost of bringing 
the case to court usually prompts 
the family lawyer to turn to the big 
air disaster firms for help. 

“Airplane litigation is compli- 
cated — if if s done right,” said 
Donald Madole. — “You Just 
can't walk in and say ray client 
bought a ticket, the plane crashed 
and therefore you owe him 
money. 

“It’s not a system of rewards. 
If s a system of compensation and 
there’s a precise way to formulate 
that loss,” he said. 

Xeroxing costs alone in one case 
can run up to $ 100,000. Hotel 
suites have to be rented near the 
crash site so that the lawyers can - 
have a place to take depositions. ■ 
The transcripts of those state- 
ments can cost another $ 100,000. 
Shipping lawyers and documents' 
around the world adds to the cost. 

Most of the financing for all this 
is put up at the start of the case by;, 
a committee of lawyers named by 
the court to act in behalf of all the 
victims who have filed lawsuits. 
And the committee always 
includes lawyers from the air crash 
disaster firms — established, 
respected and financially solid. 

“You’ve got to be able to lay it 
on the line with cash,” said Mar-- ■ 
shall Morgan. — (WP)

New leak found in Alaska pipe 

VALDEZ, Alaska, June 17 (R) — A new leak has been disco- 
vered in the Trans- Alaska crude oil pipeline as crews work to dean 
up some 1,600 barrels of oil spilled from an earlier leak. 

Pipeline officials said Saturday about 50 barrels a day were 
spilling from the new leak in a relatively flat section of the pipeline 
about 100 kilometers north of Valdez. The previous leak was disco- 
vered on Sunday in the Atigun Pass, the 1300 kilometer pipeline's 
highest point. The pipeline was shot until Tuesday so temporary 
repairs could be matte, but it was up to full flow by Wednesday. 
Officials did not plan to shut down the pipeline again, because more 
ofl might be spilled through the drop in pressure- than if the oil were 
kept flowing. AJsaska lost abour$ 2 milli on a day in royalties during 
the closure, the fifth since the pipeline was opened in June 1977.

Malaysia tows refugee ship 
out to sea with 500 aboard 


KUALA LUMPUR, June 17 
(AF) — Malaysian authorities, 
carrying out a plan that has stirred 
an international outcry, loaded at 
least 500 Vietnamese refugees 
onto a boat Sunday and towed it 
out into the South China Sea. 

It appeared the first step in a 
program announced Friday to 
force the 76,000 Vietnamese 
“boat people" sheltered in 
Malaysia back out to sea. Deputy 


Prime Minister Mahathir 
Muhammad in disclosing the plan, 
said any refugees who attempted 
to return to Malaysian shores 
would be “shot on sight.' 9 

Under a tight security cordon, 
the refugees, mostly women and 
children, were herded onto a 
repaired Vietnamese boat at Kota 
Bharu, 250 -miles northeast of 
here, given fuel, food and water 
and sent on their way, witnesses 


Thailand repatriates 
2,500 more refugees 


BANGKOK, June 17 (AF) — 
A group of 2,500 Cambodian 
refugees was sent back to its 
embattled homeland Saturday, 
the English language newspaper 
“Bangkok Post" reported Sun- 
day. 

The “Post!" said this was the 
second phase of a forced repatria- 
tion of an estimated 40,000 Cam- 
bodians seeking asylum in Thai- 
land's border provinces. 

The paper, quoting a govern- 
ment source, said the Cambodians 
were moved out of the Mai Rmod 
camp in the southeastern province 
of Trad and traveled about 14 
kilometers on buses to a mountain 
crossing point at the border. 

No officials could be reached 
for confirmation, but a military 
source said the repatriation was 
not expected until Monday. 

A spokesman for the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR) said one of his field 
officers was in Trad Saturday, but 
that he did not know about the 
repatriation. 

* The Tfiais”Bad already repatri- 
ated some 45,000 Cambodians in 
the border town of Aranyap- 
rathet. The refugees were taken 
try buses last week to remote cros- 
sing points in northern Cambodia.

E i would continue at the rate of 
to 2,400 refugees a day until 
40,000 refugees in Chantaburi 
1 and Trad provinces have been 
sent ba&k. 

The Thai government, which 
already shoulders the burden of 
about 200,00(7 Indochinese, had 
informed several world leaders of 
I the forced repatriation, explaining 
that Thailand’s capacity to accept 1 
refugees “had readied its limit.' 9 

Earlier Saturday a U.N. 
spokesman said that Thailand 
intended to begin the repatriation 
of 40,000 more refugees Monday. 

He said U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim had 
appealed urgently to Bangkok to 
delay the exp ulsions 
He said UJN. headquarters had 
been informed of the Thai plan by 


Waldheim’s special envoy to 
Bangkok, liter Turkmen. 

Waldheim sent him to discuss 
the plight of Indochinese refugees 
after T hailan d last week com- 
pleted the repatriation of a first 
40,000- strong batch of refugees. 

The spokesman said the 
secretary-general had appealed to 
Thai Premier Gen. Kriangsak 
Chomanan on humanitarian 
grounds to allow the Cambodians 
to stay until a permanent solution 
was found to their plight. 

Waldheim promised Thailand 
international help and had asked 
un- named governments for assis- 
tance, the spokesman said. 

Turkmen arrived in Bangkok* 
Friday for talks with the govern- 
ment He has been instructed to 
“pursue the latest developments 
with the Thai government?' and 
would meet Kriangsak Monday, 
he said. 

State Department 
‘hardly believes’ 
Malaysian policy 

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
— The U.S. State Department 
voiced disbelief Saturday over 
Malaysia's declared intention to 
put 76,000 Vietnamese refugees 
out to sea and shoot any who tries 
to return. 

On Friday, Malaysian Deputy 
Prime Minister Mahathir 
Mohammad said his government 
would deport its Vietnamese 
refugees immediately, towing 
them into international waters as 
soon as boats are available. 
Refugees who tried to enter 
Malaysian waters would be shot. 

State Department Press Officer 
Anita Stockman said the U.S. was 
waiting for a definitive statement 
of policy from the Malaysian gov- 
ernment within the next few days. 

“We continue to find it hard to 
believe that these reports reflect 
the government’s position.” 

Mahathir and Other officials 
maintained silence on the new pol- 
icy Saturday. 
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said. 

Further details of the operation 
were not immediately available. 

Unconfirmed reports Sunday 
said that the refugees were told 
they were being taken to a proces- 
sing center, from where a United 
States ship would take them away. 

Official confirmation of these 
reports have not been possible so 
for but reporters saw the opera- 
tion being conducted Sunday 
afternoon. 

Other reports say that as many 
as 2,500 Vietnamese refugees 
may have been towed out to sea 
Sunday. 

Official sources said Sunday 
most of the Vietnamese had been 
living in makeshift tents along the 
shore and had not yet been pro- 
cessed by the authorities. 

It was the first reported expul- 
sion of refugees since Friday’s 
statement by Mahathir. 

Publicly, officials stand by the 
Mahathir statement but privately 
hasten to add that it would be a 
long time before it could be put 
into practice. 

Local, mostly Malay, groups 
have welcomed the new policy, 
but the proposals have been criti- 
cized by the leader of the opposi- 
tion, Lhn Kit Siang, who says he 
will ask for time in parliament 
Monday to discuss them. 

Foreign Minister Tunku 
Ahmad Rithauddeen said 
Malaysia would explain the new 
policy to its ASEAN partners and 
the United Nations soon. 

But Malaysia was anyway jus- 
tified in towing Vietnamese 
refugees out to sea and abandon- 
ing them because of the dismal 
Western response to the problem. 

“his so disgusting, the response 
is so bad, that our patience is at an 
end,” he told reporters. “There is 
a limit to our capacity to take these 
illegal immigrants and compassion 
should begin at home.” 

The remarks seemed to offer no 
comfort to - Western and United 
Nations authorities alarmed by 
Malaysia’s announcement 

The foreign minister was speak- 
ing to reporters at the airport here 
after the departure of Thai 
Defense Minister General Prem 
Tinsulanond, who had been on a 
five-day visit. According to a 
United Nations representative) 
Thailand intends to start the 
forced repatriation of 40,000 
more Cambodian refugees Mon- 
day.

Boeing , Airbus tipped as giants 
of 1980s after Paris Air Show 


PARIS, June 17 (R) — 
America’s Boeing Aircraft Cor- 
poration and the Europe’s Airbus 
Industrie emerged Sunday from 
the Paris International Air Show 
as main contenders for multi- 
million dollar contracts over the 
next decade. 

The two firms are going all out 
to capture large shires of the 
world market which is expected to 
boom in the 1980s as airlines 
expand and replace ageing fleets. 

The 10-day show at Le Bourget 
Airport, which ended Sunday, was

Stars of the warplane display 
were France's Mirage 2000 
Delta- winged fighter-bomber and 
its bigger . version, the jtwin- 
engined Mirage 4000, which are 
pitted against America's Grum- 
man F-14 Tbmcat and McDonpell 
Douglas F-18 Hornet. 

On the civilian front, Boeing is

European-built Airbus, it closest 
rival, hopes to capture 20 to 25 per

Boeing is developing a new 
200-seat airliner, the twin- 
engined 767 which is to go into 
commercial service in 1 982 as part 
of a family which already indudes 
the 747, 737, 727 and 707. 

Though trailing for behind, the 
European Airbus consortium is 
rising fast and expanding with its 
successful 250-seat twin-engined 
A300B-2 and A300B-4 airliners 
and a smaller, 200-seat version 
known as the A310 operational by 
1983. 

Airbus Industrie Chairman 
Bernard Lathiere said during the 
air show the European consortium 
was also working on plans for a 
four-engined airliner with 200 
seats and a range t)f 6000 nautical 
miles.

The Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) has 
ordered the grounding of 
American- registered DC- 1 0s 
aftera crash in Chicago on May 25 
which 275 people were killed. 

Civil aviation authorities of 21 
European countries are checking 
European-registered DC- 10s 
with a view to allowing them to fly 
again by next Tuesday, according 
to French officials.

On Friday, the House of Rep- 
resentatives Foreign Affairs 
Committee took a step toward 
possible compromise. 

It voted 27-0 to approve a bin 
directing Carter to end the 
embargo by Oct. IS. But it pro- 
vided an escape hatch by permit- 
ting the president to extend the 
sanctions if he believes that doing 
so is in the national interest. 

The bill acknowledges that tire 
first steps have been taken toward 
black majority rule in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia while at the same tune 
allowing Carter the option to keep 
sanctions in place if he feels they 
are an incentive to further democ- 
ratization. 

The bfll is expected to reach the 
House floor early this week. 

Carter has made dear that he 
does not believe the national 
interest would be served by lifting 
the sanctions now. He concluded 
that the legal requirements set by 
Congress in 1978 for the lifting of 
sanctions have not been met 

Those requirements were that 
Rhodesia conduct free and fair 
elections open to all population
